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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Governor Kinkead’s first biennial 
message to the Legislature was pub- 
lished in full in the Enterprise of this 
morning. It is leogthy, occupying 
over six columns in fine type, and the 
Gum has not space for its reproduc 
tion. The main features of the mes- 
sage, however, may be briefly out- 
lined. 

The message recommends the adop- 
tion of the Amendment to the State 
Constitution, changing the date of the 
assembling of the Legislature from the 
first Monday in January to the first 
Monday in February, because under 
the present rule there is not sufficient 
time for the preparation and scrutiny 
of the reports of the State officers. 

It is suggested that the Interior De- 
partment be asked to make some pro- 
vision fer the Washoe Iudians, as the 
pine-nut is rapidly disappearing. 

The receipts of the State Govern- 
ment in 1880 were $151,244; the ex- 
penditures, $211,346, making a deficit 
of $60,119. The message urges the 
necessity of economy, and deprecates 
any large increase in the present rate 
of taxation. The Governor thinks 4 
great mistake was made when the tax 
rate was cut down so low as 55 cents 
on the $100. To meet current ex- 
penses it is recommended that the 
State borrow $100,000 from the School 
Fund, at 4 per cent., and borrow an- 
other $100,000 on 6 per cent. bonds. 

The message bespeaks fair treatment 
for railroads, and calls attention to 
“the constantly increasieg ery of our 
people for some relief from the heavy 
burdens imposed upon them by the 
Central Pacific inthe matter of freights 
und fares.” 

The Governor earnestly recommends 
the creation of a State Board of Equal- 
ization. In illustration of the iocon- 
sistency of the present system he shows 
that the C. P. main track is assessed 
at $6,000 per mile in Lyon, Churchill, 
Homboldt and Elko; $9,000 per mile 
in Washoe and Eureka, and $12,000 in 
Lander. There are 452 miles of the 
main track of the C. P. in this State. 
Their valuation for assessment. is $3,- 
135,600. At the rate fixed by the 
California Board of Equalization, the 
valuation would be $4,972,000, 
there would be 3 corresponding in- 
crease in the valuation of the side 
track. If both the main and the side 
track were valued at the California 
rates, the assessable valuation of the 
toad in Nevada would be increased by 
$1,810,132. 25 

The orphans in the Home at Carson 
do not escape benevolent mention, and 
the Governor bespeaks an ample sup- 
ply,of good water for their use. The 
mauagement of the Home and also of 
the State Prison is commended. 

The message recommends that the 
insane of the State be kept at some 


private institution within our borders, } 


and that the State should ultimately 
build an asylum, which it cannot now 
afford to do. 

The Gagernor hopes te hear, in an- 
other year, from these 800,000 Cloud 
river salmon fry that were placed in 
the Truckee river. He states that 
Commissioner Parker has arranged 
for a large supply ofcarp and eels to 
be distributed next year. The mes- 
sage recommends that the fishery laws 
of this State and of California be equal- 
ned. * 

On the topic of Public School funds 
the message expresses gratification at 
the passage of the lieu-land grant- 
This grant will ensure, it says, a mag- 
niticent estate to our State School 
fund, and place it in a few years be- 
yond the need of State aid.

for the authorities on the English 
language equals the Report's contempt 
for the English authorities on finance. 

We have seen nothing more silly 
and shallow in a long time than the 
above from the Report. Itisa dem- 
agogic appeal to prejudice, and lacks 
the sefablance even of an argument. 
Political economy is & science, and its 
laws are true in every age and in 
every country. The principles dem- 
onstrated by Adam Smith and John 
Stuart Mill are necessary truths. It 
is as absurd to object to them because 
they were first propounded by Eng- 
lishmen as it would be to object to 
Colenso’s algebra as unsuited for 
American pupils because it is the 
work of an English authority. Of 
course, the mere opinion of Smith, or 
Mill, or Bentham, or Ricardo, or Bas- 
tiat, or any otber writer, is not bind- 
ing upon any man. Neither is anyone 
bound to accept the speculations of 
an astronomer. But to the demon- 
strated laws of political economy, as 
to Kepler’s famous laws of astonomy, 
no person can refuse to subscribe, if 
he studies and understands them. We 
suspect that the profound contempt 
which our two esteemed contempora- 
ries feel for British writers on political 
economy is based on a profound igno- 
rance of what those writers have writ- 
ten. 


THE STREETS. 


The Journal approves Mr. Watson's 
suggestion to put gravel on the streets. 
It is true that gravel would improve 
their condition, at least for a time. 
But the use of gravel is only a tem- 
porary expedient. Any one who has 
had practical experience of roads 
knows that gravel is constantly sink- 
ing and requires perpetual renewing. 
Gravel never packs into a smooth 
hard surface. The stones are so un- 
equal in size that displacement is con 
stantly going on, and the streets are 
never free from rolling stones, which 
every horseman knows are a fruitful 
cause of lameness in horses. Macad- 
amiziog is more expensive to begin 
with than dumping gravel on the 
streets, but we are satisfied that noth 
ing shert of macadamizing will do for 
the two streets named. And macad- 
amizing, thoroughly done, is perma- 
nent. So treated. the streets would 
require scarcely any repairs for twen- 
ty years, and would be free from mud 
in winter and from dust in summer. 
The prisosers in the jail could be 
made to break and haul the stone, 
and to work on the streets. The work 
of improvement could be done by 
easy stages, afew rods being macad- 
amized at a time. Thus the whole 
extent of the business streets could be 
gradually put in capital condition at 
a trifling cost to the tax-payers. The

the depot and relieved of 50 cents, all 
the money he had in his pockets. ” 
The exact nature of Mr. Herzinger’s 
connection with the Herald is not 
definitely stated in the foregoing, but, 
from the circumstance that he had 
only fifty cents in his pocket, it may 
be judiciously inferred that he is the 
editor. On the other hand, it might 
be held that the fact of his posseasion 
of fifty cents argues that he cannot be 
an editor. We are still in doubt. 


Senator Blaine’s proposal to reduce 
the postage on letters to two cents 
seems a little rash in view of the fact 
that the Postal Department is not 
self-sustaining at the present rates of 
postage. The expenditures for the 
last fiscal year were $36,101,820, and 
the receipts $33,315,479.

He wore a long ulster, reaching to his 
ankles, and on his head a high peak- 
ed hat, procured during his travels in 
the Tyrol. His face was solemn. 

“Hello. Mark,” said I; “what are 
you doing on that box? Merry Christ- 
mas!” | 

He stiffly inclined his head. Didn't 
you know,” he demanded in slow, 
grave tones, that I antedate the 
Christian era by many centuries? 
What in thunder do you mean in talk- 
ing Christmas in my presence?” 

“Come, come,” said I, “no joking. 
Get down off the box and go in where 
it’s warm.” 

“If you refer to the pedestal,” he re- 

lied. “I can’t get down unless Im 

wered. And as to the temperature, 
it has little effect on a monolith, sea- 
soned as I am seasoned.” 

*You look like a monolith,” I ad- 
mitted, “in that ulster and that hat.” 

“You really think so?’ he eagerly 
asked. His features relaxed to an ex- 

ion something like complacency, 
and he sat down upon the edge of the 
box and began to drum against the 
side with his heels. Lou really 
believe I’m the genuioe, only original 
obelisk ? 

„Obelisk!“ said I. “I saw the obe- 
lisk day befere yesterday in New York. 
They've got it as far as the trestlework. 
You're a humorist, not an obelisk.” 

Mark twain immediately ascended 
the box again, while bis featnres once 
more assumed their stony look. “You 
have been imposed upon, he remark- 
ed with great dignity. “That thing 
in New York is bogus. It is a practi- 
cal joke of Corringe’s. It is a Car- 
diff giant of an obelisk, a composite, 
plaster fraud concocted on the voyage 
over, and pulmed off on an unsuspect- 
ing community. The real obelisk 
was shipped to Hartford by Freight 
Number 27, New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad. You behvuid 
it at this identical moment.”
